LONDON, Oct. 12.—Another step forward in their quest of 


Trieste has been made by the Italians in the region south of Gorizia, 
additional points of vantage to their progress having been captured 
and 1,771 men made prisoners. 

In this region, which is about sixten miles northwest of Trieste, 
and in the Julian Alps, to the east, the Italians from August 6 to the 
present, report that they have captured 30,881 Austrians. On the 
Carso plateau heavy Austian attacks against the positions recently 
taken by the Italians have been repulsed, 

That the British have gained some additional ground north of 
Thiepval, south of the Anere River in France, and on Le Sars-Gueu- 
decourt line. is indicated in the Berlin official communication, which 
says British attacks here failed ‘‘for the most part’’ before the Ger- 
man curtain of five. West of Sailly-Saillisel the French have made a |

further advance, The British have begun an assault upon the heights 
protecting the Bapaume-Peronne road, 

South of the Somme violent artillery duels are in progress, es: | 
pecially between Genermont and Chaulnes. In the town of Ablain- | 
court the Germans and French are engaged in hand to hand fighting. | 

Along the entire eastern Transylvania front the Roumanians are 
still in retreat, and in the north also are beginning to fall back before | 
the troops of the Teutoni¢é allies, according to Berlin. Bucharest say, 
however, that attacks at various points on their northern and north- 
western fronts have been repelled. 

The British troons have reached the outskirts of the important 
town of Seres, in Greek Macedonia, north of Lake Tahinos, having 
driven in their opponents from the outlying districts, London reports 
that the town is strongly held by the Teutonic allies. 

Westward the village of Brod, which lies in Serbia, southeast of 
Monastir has been captured by the Serbians. Both Berlin and Sofia 
report the repulse of attacks along the Cerna River and on both sides 
of the Vardar.

There are four main recommendn- 
tions. In the first place an Inventory 
is to be made of the man-power still 
in Canada, classified as far as 
possible according to individual apti- 
tudes for national service and accord- 


Ing to national economic needs, The 
details as to how this big task is to 
Le worked out are still under con- 
sideration. ¢ Ih the second place the 


director in each district is empowered 
to grant certificates and badges to 
men who offer to enlist for active mil- 
itary service but who are declared to 


be giving greater value to the state 
by remaining at work on their own 
3 In the third place men

Reports Show Big Work Being Done by Women in Looking After 
Needs of Soldiers in France—Socks and Other Comforts 
Are Forwarded to Edmonton Boys 


Some fresh light on the tremendous ¢ 
efforts the women are making in the 
present war and the part they are 
taking in looking after the soldiers at 


the front was revealed by the report 
of the working committee of the Al- 
Berta Council of the St. John Ambul- 
ance Association, presented by the 
secretary, Mrs. F. A. Osborne, to the 
annual meeting of the Executive of 
the Council, heid at the University of 
Albreta yesterday, under the presid- 
ency of Dr. Tory. 

Mrs, Osborne stated that the com- 
mittee had continued their specific 
work of supplying “fleld comforts’ to 
the local men in the trenches, These 
had been sent to the 49th Battalion, 
the 31st Battalion, the 26th Battery, 
the 3rd C.M.R's,, the 19th Alberta Dra- 
goons, and the 4th University Com- 
any, P.P.C.L,1, there being Edmon- 
ton men in all of these units, During 
the year-they had sent to there men 
2,563 pairs of socks, as well as scarves,

BRITISH STEAMER 
KINGSTONIAN IS 
NOW SAFE IN PORT 


Ship Thought to Have Been Tor- 
pedoed Was Far From Place 
at Time 


BOSTON, Oct, 12.—-The British 
steamer Kingstonian,. reported as 
among those torpedoed by a German 
submarine off Nantucket last Sunday, 
is safe in port, aecording to word re- 
ceived today by John M. Thomas, of 
this city, local manager of the Ley- 
land Line, which owns the steamer, 
Mr. Thomas said his information 
showed that the Kingstonian was 
thousands of miles from Nantucket 
last Sunday. 

As the Kingstonian is in the service 
of the British admiralty Mr. Thomas 
was not permitted to indieate the port 
at which she had arrived, but he said 
that it would take her two weeks of 
steaming at her usual speed to reach 
Nantucket, so that it was evident she 
rine’s operations in the waters last 
Sunday. 

This information serves to confirm 
the opinion held by marine men here 


that the report of the Kingstonian's 
loss arose from a confusion of her 
name with that of the Norwegian 


tanker Christian Knudsen, sunk by the 
U boat, and that only five vessels were 
sent to the bottom by the raider.

Wholesale fruit dealers of the 
city have been asking the council 
to impose a-heavy license upon 
outside dealers who sell fruit to 
local merchants. The council de- 
clined to accept the responsibility.

An officer 
with the crew of a ‘Lewis’ machine 
gun, to cover the retirement, opened 
fire and successfully held off the attack 
until the gallant defenders were able 
to disengage and reach their former 
positions in safety. He himself and 
his men then withdrew, taking their 
gun with them. 

Encountered Heavy Wire. 

The left was less fortunate, al- 
hough pushed with equal gallantry. 
Heavy wire was encountered and in the 
obscurity the men could not perceive 
the gaps. They had to move parallel 
to the enemy's trench seeking an en- 
trance, and were exposed to a bitter 
machine gun fire. But certain ele- 
ments penetrated the German posi- 
tion and continued to hold it against 
counter attacks as long as resistance 
was possible.

the enemy's trenches and took their 
toll of German killed and wounded, 

From that gound of conflict and 
death few returned, The gallant sol- 
diers had fought and died, but dying 
they had exchanged their lives for 
those of the German foe, 

Considering the demonstration of 
the dash and courage of our infantry 
as a great incident in the military his- 
tory of Canada, it will have an inspir- 
ing significance. We are back in the 
positions from which we started. From 
that fact the enemy may derive what 
satisfaction he can, but our men have 
reaffirmed their personal ascendancy 
in battle. They feel no sense of de- 
feat. On the contrary the living are 
more confident of victory and the dead 
have not died in vain, They have but 
dedicated their lives to the assurance 
of that victory.

RECORD SUM 


FOR SHARE. 


— 


Members of Winning Club Will 
Draw Down About $4,000 
Apiece as Their Bit 


New York, Oct. 12—Basebnall statis- 
tictans figure out today that $162,927, 
the players’ share of the receipts from 
the present world’s series is the largest 
sum ever divided among the members 
of two clubs in any world’s series. 
Sixty per cent. goes to the winners and 
forty per cent. to the losers. If Bos- 
ton wins each of the twenty-six mem- 
bers ofthat club will receiver $3,332.94 
and each of the Brooklyns $2,715.41. 
If Brooklyn should win each of the 
twenty-four players o: that club will 
pock.t $4,073.10, which would set a 
new record for the amount won by 
individual players in any world’s series. 
Should Boston lose the players of that 
club would receive $2,506.63 each. 

Although the attendance at the first 
four games this year has been nearly 
2,000 less than iast year, the receipts 
in 1916 were more than $33,000 higher 
than in 1915, the total for four days 
this year Being $301,717. The best pre- 
vious mark for four games was in the 
series between the New York National- 
and the Boston Americans in 1912 
+ when the total receipts were $273,282. 

The attendance that year was almost 
7,000 more than this year,Sbut higher 
prices for seats have prevailed in 1913. 

For the remaining games of the 
series the players will have no share 
in the receipts, 

Charles H. Ebbets, president of the 
Brooklyn club, in discussing his offer 
to sell his club, said today he had sey- 
eral offers for his stock which is be- 
lieved to, be 51, per cent. of the total. 
He would not say what price he set 
; Upon it nor whether any of the offers 
jare near his demand, He said he was 
still enthusiastic over the game, but 
tired after thirty-four years in the ex- 
ecutive end of the sport.
